loosen. Unable to tune it, the stu­ 
dent practices all week with it out 
of tune. This handicaps him 
and 
prevents him from acquiring in a 
few' weeks the ability to tune his 
instrument by ear.” 
But with the automatic 
tuner, 
he said, no boy can tell his mother 
he can’t practice because his vio­ 
lin or guitar is out of tune. 
The secret of Alyn's invention 
was not revealed. It is contained 
in a little box in which there are 
four piano wires. A tiny ring 
of

ously. Thus the beginner can “see” 
the instrument tuned.

Third Largest Dock 
Although it is still 
the 
third 
largest floating dock in the w’orld, 
it has deteriorated in the hum id 
tropical clim ate only 50 m iles from 
the equator. Being 855 feet long 
and 178 feet wide, it has a sub­ 
m ersible deck w'hich could serve as 
i parade ground for 60,000 men. Its 
j pum ps 
and 
buoyancy 
are 
so 
great th a t it can lift a 50,000 ton 
battleship out of the w ater. 
However, the new graving dock 
is even longer. It is exactly 1,000 
feet from end to end, but only 130 
feet wide and 55 feet deep. This 
dock could easily take the Queen 
Mary, largest ship afloat, and still 
have *25 feet clear a t the end and 
12 feet a t the side. Two battleships 
can be accom m odated sim ultane­ 
ously. 
Although the Singapore base is 
not yet completed, it could be put 
into use at a m om ent’s notice. The 
only unfinished sections are qu ar­ 
ters for naval men on shore leave 
and recreational 
centers. 
E very 
other p a rt of the air, m ilitary and 
naval defense w'ork has been com ­ 
pleted. 
Vast Fuel Stores Kept 
Supplies already on the island 
are said to be sufficient for any 
em ergency, and 
it 
is estim ated 
th a t 
1,250,000 
tons of fuel 
are 
stored on the island, w hich would 
be enough for six m onths norm al 
fleet operations in the China Sea. 
Surrounding Singapore itself is 
a circle of heavily fortified defense 
w'orks. One of these forts, Changi, 
on the east coast of the island of 
Singapore, has guns which are 
said to have an effective range of 
more than 30 miles.
